TO THE TOWN SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
Gentlemen :— 


I herewith transmit to you the Eleventh Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The past year has been one of struggle to maintain our usual 
excellent standard because of the great increase in absenteeism on 
the part of both teachers and pupils... It was, however, absenteeism 
absolutely unavoidable, for never in our experience has illness been 
so prevalent as during the latter part of the Fall Term and through- 
out the Winter Term. While we had no-real epidemic, contagious 
diseases were numerous, measles, whooping cough, scarlet fever, 
and grippe took toll in large numbers from our schools, and pro- 
duced conditions extremely unfavorable to successful progress. The 
Spring Term was much more favorable and considerable of the 
ground lost during the winter was gained. In many instances pupils 
made rapid progress after returning to school so that at the close 
of the, year we were able to allow them to go on to the succeeding 
grade on trial even though they had not wholly made up all the 
work lost. As will be seen by reference to Table 4 of the general 
tables accompanying this report there were 11] such cases, and it 
is estimated by the teachers and superintendent that fully 90 per 
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cent. of this number stand an excellent chance of maintaining their 


grade throughout the coming year. 
Grade teachers’ meetings were held throughout the Fall and 
Winter Terms and on May 4 a general meeting was held, which was 


addressed by Mr. Harry Houston, Supervisor of Penmanship in the ’ 


New Haven Schools and author of the Houston System of Penman- 
ship in use in our schools. Mr. Houston also visited the schools in 
Central Village and in Plainfield, and observed the work in penman- 
ship. He expressed himself as much pleased at the progress in 
writing so evident in the schools he visited. He said, “You are de- 
cidedly on the up-grade here in Plainfield in the matter of writing 
and with the continued good work by the teachers the subject of 
penmanship will be one of the ‘high spots’ in your schools.” 

Last: year mention was made by the Superintendent of the 
work begun in special lines, folk-dancing, agriculture, systematized 
play and the like. 

On Thursday, November 4, 1915, all grade teachers in town 
visited the schools in the city of Providence. By special arrange- 
ment with the Superintendent, Mr. Winslow, opportunity was given 


us to observe the work being done along these lines. This visit. 


was so enjoyable and the work witnessed of so practical a character 
that a great impetus was given us to continue in the work we had 
already begun. The teachers in the Central Village School accom- 
plished a great deal during the winter and on June 2 gave a splen- 
did exhibition on the lawn, which was witnessed by a large gather- 
ing. It was excellently planned and carried out, and was much 
enjoyed by all. 

That this work is of material benefit to the schools is evidenced 
by the standing of the Central Village Schools. The average rank 
maintained by the pupils in all grades in Central Village has ad- 
vanced nearly 20 per cent. during the year, and the amount of work 
done in each grade is nearly one-fourth more than in the corres- 
ponding grades in other schools. The superintendent also wishes 
to mention especially the excellent work done by the teachers in 
Central Village who have been responsible, in a large measure, for 
the results attained. 

During the coming year we shall endeavor to duplicate this 
work in the other schools throughout the town. 

In the rural schools good work along agricultural lines has 
been done, seed-testing, home garden work and in Black Hill School 
work in sewing, folk-dancing and other special lines has been suc- 
cessfully carried on. This work meets with the approval ot the 
parents and strengthens the other work of the school. 

No detailed mention of attendance returns are necessary here 
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as they are given fully in the accompanying tables. The only 


- inatter to which I wish to call attention is the excessive cost per 


pupil in the Stone Hill School. The average attendance in this 
school has been but 5.64. The cost per pupil was $78.69. It is 
beyond question that these pupils would be better educated at a 
far lower cost were they transported to the Plainfield School. This 
excessive cost raises the average fer the town beyond what it has 
been for the past few years. The average cost for our large schools, 
Plainfield, Moosup and Central Village is but $25.93, a figure much 
below the average for the State. With the exception of Pond Hill, 
all our rural schools average nearly ten dollars more than the 
average for the State. 

The State Board of Education favor consolidation, and within 
reasonable limits, it is certain that children can be better and more 
cheaply educated in well graded schools than in small rural schools. 
The sentiment in the Town of Plainfield, however, seems to be 
against such consolidation, but the Superintendent feels that the 
facts should be given that all may understand just where the in- 
creased cost per pupil comes. _ 

In one respect the Superintendent feels that the schools of the 
town are not up to the standard—that is, the marked absence of 
vocational subjects, and such subjects as drawing, music and do- 
mestic arts. President Ehot, President Emeritus of Harvard Uni- 


_ versity, says in a recent paper, * * * “Multitudes of Americans 


continue to regard sense-training subjects as fads and superiluities. 
They say: the public elementary schools should teach thoroughly 
reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic, and let natural sciences, 
drawing, music, domestic arts and crafts and manual training 
severely alone. This doctrine is dangerously conservative; for it 
would restrict the rising generations to memory studies, and give 
them no real acquaintance with the sciences and arts which, within 
a hundred years, have revolutionized all the industries of the white 
race, modified profoundly all the political and ethical conceptions 
of the freedom-loving peoples, and added wonderfully to the pro- 
ductive capacity of Europe and America.” 

No student of history, no manufacturer, no progressive. busi- 
ness man, who reads the results achieved within the last tweuty- 
five years alone, can long doubt the efficiency and the imperative 
necessity for the practical training of our youth in our public 
schools along scientific lines. ~The studies which served for our fore- 
fathers, however admirably adapted to their needs they might 
have been, are totally inadequate to fit the youth of to-day for the 
bread and butter struggle he is bound to wage the moment he 
leaves school. It is high time that we should awaken from our 
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lethargic and trance-like apathy in this regard and see to it that 


our schools line up with the best schools throughout the country in | 


this respect, that our youth may have at least an equal chance in 
the struggle for existence. : 

And what is true of our grades applies with double force to our 
high school. We have established and maintained a high school 
that has been more than ordinarily successful in teaching thoroughly 
the old line subjects, English, Latin, History, Mathematics and the 
common sciences, but we have reached the limit of our expansion in 
other subjects. To show that such expansion is more necessary 
now than ever before I quote again from President Eliot. In a 
paper published by the General Education Board of New York, en- 
titled, Changes Needed In American Secondary Education, President 
Eliot says, “The changes which ought to be made immediately in 
the programmes of American Secondary Schools, in order to correct 
the glaring deficiencies of the present programmes, are*chiefly: the 
introduction of more hand, ear, and eye work—such as drawing, 
carpentry, turning, music, sewing, and cooking, and the giving of 
much more time to the sciences of observation—chemistry, physics, 
biology, and geography—not political, but geological and ethno- 
graphical geography. These sciences should be taught in the most 
concrete manner possible—that is, in laboratories, with ample ex- 
perimenting dome by the individual pupil with his own eyes and 
hands, and in the field through the pupil’s own observation guided 
by expert leaders. In secondary schools situated in the country 
the elements of agriculture should have an important place in the 
programme, and the pupils should all work in the school gardens 
and experimental plots, both individually and in co-operation with 
others. A manual training should also be given, which would pre- 
pare a boy for anyone of many different trades, not by familiariz- 
ing him with the details of actual work in any trade, but by giving 
him an all-round bodily vigor, a nervous system capable of multi- 
form co-ordinated efforts, a liking for doing his best in competition 
with mates, and a widely applicable skill of eye and hand. Again, 
music should be given a substantial place in the programme of 
every secondary school, in order that all the pupils may learn musi- 


cal notation, and may get practice in reading music and in singing. | 


Drawing, both freehand and mechanical, should be given ample time 
in every secondary school programme; because it is an admirable 
mode of expression which supplements language and is often to 
be preferred to it, lies at the foundation of excellence in many arts 
and trades, affords simultaneously good training for both eye and 
hand, and gives much enjoyment throughout life to the possessor 
of even a moderate amount of skill.” * * * “The observational, 
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manual and scientific subjects often awaken in a boy or young man 
for the first time an intellectual interest and zeal in work which 
memory studies have never stirred. Hand and eye work often de- 
velops a power of concentrated attention, which book work had 
failed to produce, but which can be transferred to book work when 
once created. 

If the educational material and the method of instruction were 
right, the training given in the grades would be just as good for 
the children who leave school at fourteen as for those who go on 
till eighteen, and the training in the high school would be equally 
appropriate for pupils who do not go to college and for those who do. 

The adoption of these principles would solve, justly, problems 
in the American tax-supported system of public education which 
have been in debate for generations.” 

This summarizes the case as completely as any single para- 
graph I have seen recorded. It expresses exactly our needs at the 
present time as regards our high school. We lack the very elements 


which President Eliot in company with every educator and large 


nunibers of business men threughout the country deem altogether 
necessary for anything like a rational education. That we do not 
have these elements in our high school is due largely to the fact 
that our school has utterly outgrown our present accommodations. 

To carry on the work it is our duty to carry on, to give our 


_ youth the education which the present day conditions of life demand, 


even to keep up to standard in the class of work we are now doing, 
presupposes a commodious and thoroughly equipped building in the 
immediate future. 

This is the urgent, pressing, undoubted need of the public 
school system of the town of Plainfield to-day. Shall we hesitate 
longer before taking steps to supply that need?
